F HE baſis of our eccleſiaſtical lin e Ie 
That the Scriptures are the only rule of faith, 
and that theſe oracles of divine wiſdom are full, clear, 
and ſufficient. Guided by theſe principles, and this 
nown open rule, the Church of England regulates her diſ- 
cipline. Fer creeds are the dictates of heavenly wiſdom ; 
her orders, ceremonies, and rites are thereby expreſsly 
declared, or thence clearly deducible. This ſyſtem is 
uniformly purſued, in all matters, and particularly in her 
preſeribed ' forms of Public Worſhip. Here the manner 
and matter claim attention. Before they are attended to, 
it may be neceſſary to obſerve, that a ſettled form i is neceſ- 
ſary to edification. The rant of enthuſiaſm may be 
pleaſed with extempore effuſions, and the fanatical 
Hearersr may admire; but a ſober congregation of chriſtians 
cannot be edified by any prayer, concerning the particus 
lar petitions of which they have no previous intimation ; ; 


becauſe they ca nnot join in it. A comprehenſs ve pre-

feribed form is therefore neceſſary, ſuited to the reſpec- . 
"ol 
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tive wants of mankind, in their different ſtations and 
ſituations. Reaſon and experience indiſputably prove 
this; and there is hardly the ſhadow of an argument 
on the other ſide. 

The principal poſition to be made a queſtion of rela- 
tive to forms of prayer, is their conformity to that hea- 
venly ſyſtem, which is the only criterion of truth and 
holineſs. Our church teaches us to pray for all fates 
and conditions of men, through the mediation of our Sa- 
viour, Jeſus Chriſt, for unity among Chriſtians, for the 
general aſſiſtance of the grace of God, with many other 
particulars, which thelaw of heaven clearly directs. And 


whoever will be at the trouble of drawing down the pa- 


rallel to minute circumſtances, will find ſtrict agree- | 


ment. Some form being neceſſary, and that of the eſ- 
tabliſhed Church of theſe Realms being ſcriptural, and 
warranted by antiquity, the Act of Uniformity only 


came in to the aid of the Divine Law,—which is the 


proper object of human laws, and a conſequence of 
Chriſtianity being protected by civil authority. This 


being granted, it will follow, that we do not bow to hu⸗ 


man power, conſidered merely as human, but to divine | 


power aided thereby. 


All experience proves that certain teſts are neceſſary 
for the ſupport of every ſociety, whether civil or religi- 


ous; without which, ſociety cannot exiſt; and where

a religious ſociety has not common articles of Faith, to 


which it is neceſſary for its members to give their aſ- 


ſent, a practice which Holy Writ clearly requires, and 

Apoſtolical uſage juſtifies, looſe and unprincipled, it 1s 
open to every hereſy. This is the caſe with all the Se- 
paratiſts: they have not any ſet of principles, poſi- 


tions, or articles of Faith, to which all, or any of them, 


have affirmatively given their common and public con- 


ſent. Without principles, and without Prieſthood—eſ- 
ſential toa Church—they have as many various doctrines 


as the imaginations of men can conceive. Among the 


| ſect of the Anabaptiſts only, books of authority tell us, 


that there are / lern diſtinct contradictory opinions, 


i agreeable Sh the general apprehenſions of man- 
kind, that there is an alliance between church and ſtate; 


and what has been ſo univerſally believed, ve ſhould not 
wantonly reject. Indeed, we cannot but admit, that 
ſome religious eftabliſhment un make a part of every na- 
tional conſtitution: the preſervation of government, and 
the happineſs of the governed, are thereby ſecured Hence 
came religious inſtitutions, which brought with them 
laws, teſts, and ſubſcriptions ; without which there can 
be no eſtabliſhment, It is expedient that ſome reli- 


gion ſhould have the immediate protection, and the 


particular encouragement of the ſtate; and it is con- 
3 with $999 policy, e a due attention to the na- 
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tural Lights of mankind, that government ſhould ſtretch 
forth her compoſing hand, and give to others unlimited 
toleration : but ſelf- preſervation will direct her to check 
the claims for equality; and to cruſh ambitious ſtrug- 
gles for ſuperiority. It is the part of a wiſe and en- 
lightened. people, to make their teſts as comprehenſive 


as their religious inſtitutions will admit: more will 


thence be brought within the pale of the Church; and 


if men can aſſent to her conſtituent principles, they can 
indiſputably join in her mode of Public Worſhip, her 
ordinances, and rites; and, in particular, can conform 


to thoſe directions, called the Rubric, which the Re- 


verend Fathers of our Church; actuated with genuine 


Holineſs, have enjoined, and to which the laws of our 
country haye given their nalen ſanction. The Ru- 
bric, eſtabliſhed in reaſon, as well as by the authority of 
our ſtatute - book, is compoſed of ſuch regulations as 


every pious mind would ſuggeſt - ſuch as the beſt under. 


ſtanding of mankind will approve. I reſt not a defence 
on the bare ſanction of Convocations or Parliaments, 
but upon the nature and tendency of theſe ſacred aids to 
devotion. Whoever attends duly to them will have a 
more clear knowledge of the Prayers we offer up to our 


Creator and Governor, — more collected, as well as in- 


formed, and more actuated with the true ſpirit of dero- 


tion, will receive greater ſpiritual advantage.

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But, as our Church is happy in the matter of her 
formulary, it being conſiſtent with the dictates of Scrip- 
ture, and in many particulars, to the Liturgies of pri- 
mitive times, ſhe is likewiſe not leſs ſo in her manner. 
The public ſervice of the Church begins with a com- 
fortable aſſurance of the goodneſs of the Deity, in par- 
doning penitent ſinners; and, after ſeveral ſentences 
admonitory and precatory, calculated to awaken the at- 
tention, prepare the mind, and engage its affections, 4 
moſt unequalled exhortation follows ; next in order, and 
very properly too, a general confeſſion of Uns, with 
prayers for pardon. It would far exceed my limits to 
deſcribe the order and regularity of its plan; ſuffice | 
jt to ſay, that throughout-the whole, there is a beauti- 
ful gradation, heightened by a pleaſing native ſimplicity, 
orderly unfolding and diſplaying the beauty of holineſs, 
and the riches of devotion, The frequent ejaculations 
that occur, may juſtly be conſidered as ſo many excel- 
lent aids to a godly diſpoſition of mind,——the beſt thing | 
in prayer: and this is alſo not a little promoted and ſe- 
cured, by often calling upon the name of God, and often 


pleading the merits of Chriſt, The exhortation—often 


neceſſary, * let us pray,” which is generally neglected, 
or careleſsly repeated, is highly neceſſary to awaten at- 
tention, and would do it more effectually, if agreeable to 


the practice of the Greek Church, and indiſputably, the 
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intention of the pious compilers of the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer, it was pronounced repeatedly aloud. Who- 
ſoever conſiders candidly the contents of this excellent 
Book, pitying the prejudices of ſome againſt it, cannot 
but commend it as profitable for all chriſtians. A con- 


hiderate perſon may be alſo led to wonder, that any 


learned gentleman ſhould give himſelf the trouble of 


compiling forms for private devotion, when Bis will 


anſwer every purpoſe of private worthip and prayer, 


only by ſubſtituting the fingular for the plural number 


in ſome inſtances, and making ſome general circumſtan- 
ces particular. —Thoſe that are actuated with the true 
ſpirit of devotion, can have no better helps. | 

Having ſaid thus much relative to our holy Book of 
Common Prayer, which common right demanded and 
ſober. reafon juſtifes, I will beg leave to refer the reader 
for a more particular deſcription of its worth, and for a 
full Juſtification of it, to Bennett's Anſwer to the Diſſen- 
ters, particularly thoſe two chapters, where, with great 


judgment and learning, he treats of Forms of Prayer and

put the original in the margin is ſame apoſtolical 
Father particularly bids the Magneſians come together in 
the ſame place; have one common prayer, one ſupplication.” 
To the Smyrneans he ſays, “ flee divifons, as the begin- 
ning of evils,” This was not only the language of the 
Fathers of the apoſtolical age, but alſo of all the ſuc- 
ceeding Catholic fathers, whoſe ideas of the enormity of 
ſchiſm, were not at all lowered by the experience they 
had of its nature. To the above, let thoſe indiſputable 
facts be added, that the epiſcopal office, and our other 
inferior orders of the Prieſthood, are as antient as Chriſ- 
tianity itſelf; that all Churches have had their forms of 
prayer in public worſhip, and feſtivals in commemoration 
of Chriſt and his Saints; that the determining circum- 
ſtantially about modes of Public Worſhip, has always 
been an acknowledged right of the Church. There have 


always bcen rites and ceremonies; and our Church re- 


quires none but what were uſed in the firſt and beſt ages 


of Chriſtianity. Let the Non-conformiſts take theſe 
matters into ſerious conſideration, and they may there- 
by be induced to unite with us, which union, much to 
be wiſhed, for the honour of religion and the happineſs

For pious Chriſtians, impreſſed with theſe notions, 
the following notes, on our univerſally-uſeful Book of 
Common Prayer, are deſigned ; and though, perhaps, 


they may not be ſo fortunate as to remove the prejudices 


of thoſe, who are not yet reconciled to the conſtitution 


of the Church of England ; yet the author will hope, 


| . that, if attended to, they may remove the neglect and 
J ; | indifference of her profeſſing members, and induce them 
| 5 to frequent the Public -Worthip, and by the true ſpirit 
; 1 of devotion, to make it ſerviceable to thoſe ends for 


which it was 2% ituted. 


Seeing with concern the decline of piety, and the con- 
ſequent relaxed ſtate of the moral virtues; feeling for 
the dignity of Religion, and the happineſs of Chriſtians, 


to ſecure and promote which. the writer conceives to be 
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his duty, he could not remain an indifferent ſpectator. 


His defire and endeavours have been not ſo much to 
gratify the curiofity of the learned, or deſerve the com- 
mendations of the accompliſhed critic, as to heighten

And that which thou 
ſoweſt, thou ſoweſt not that body that ſhall be, but bare 
grain, it may chance of wheat or of ſome other grain: but 

God giveth it a body as it hath pleaſed him, and to every 
ſeed his own body. All fleſh 1s not the ſame fleſh : but 
there is one kind of fleſh of men, another fleſh of beaſts, 
another of fiſhes, and another of birds. There are alſo ce- 
leſtial bodies, and bodies terreſtrial : but the glory of the 
celeſtial is one, and the glory of the terreſtrial is another. 
There is one glory of the ſun, and another glory of the 
moon, and another glory of the ſtars : for one ſtar differeth 
from another ſtar in glory. So alſo is the reſurrection of 
the dead. It is ſown in corruption, it is raiſed in incor- 
ruption: it is ſown in diſhonour, it is raiſed in glory : it 
is ſown in weakneſs, it is raiſed in power: it is ſown a 
natural body, it is raiſed a ſpiritual body. There is a na- 
tural body, and there is a ſpiritual body. And ſo it is 
written, 'The firſt man Adam was made a living ſoul, the 
laſt Adam was made a quickening ſpirit. Howbeit, that 
was not firſt which is ſpiritual, but that which is natural; 
and afterwards that which is ſpiritual. The firſt man is 
of the earth, earthy: the ſecond man is the Lord from 
heaven. As is the earthy, ſuch are they that are earthy : 
and as is the heavenly, ſuch are they alſo that are heaven- 
ly. And as we have borne the image of the earthy, we 
ſhall alſo bear the image of the heavenly. Now this I 
ſay, brethren, that fleſh and blood cannot inherit the king- 
dom of God, neither doth corruption inherit incorruption. 
Bchold I ſhow you a myſtery ; We ſhall not all ſleep, but 
we ſhall all be changed in a moment, in the twinkling of 
an eye, at the laſt trump. For the trumpet ſhall ſound, 
and the dead ſhall be raiſed incorruptible, and we ſhall be 
changed.

HE nature and end of the Loxp's SUPPER are col- 

lected from many particulars : | 
I. The words of the inſtitution, This is my Body : This 
is my Blood Do this in remembrance of me, ſays Chritt : 
and the whole diſcourſe of St. Paul, concerning this ſa- 
crament, teacheth us to conſider it as a divine feaſt, in- 
ſtituted and appointed by the Lord Jeſus, in commemo- 
ration of himſelf; in which Chriſt himſelf is the food 
provided for us; and will ſtrengthen and increaſe us in all 
goodneſs; provided we feed on him, or on that ſpiritual 
nouriſhment, by faith with thankſgiving. Then we ſhall 
ind a new life and ſpirit come into us, and we ſhall wax 
ſtrong in the Lord, and in the power of his might. 

II. We are alſo to conſider this ſacrament, as a feaſt - 
upon a ſacrifice, wherein we are more particularly to com- 
memorate the death of our Saviour, % gave himſelf for 
us an offering and ſacrifice to God, for a ſweet ſmelling 
favour, In this holy action we ſet forth that ſacrifice for 
us, and our thankful remembrance of his love, and our 
high eſteem of thoſe benefits, which he hath purchaſed 
for us with his bloody death. Thus we ſew forth the 
Lord's death till he ſhall come; and preſerve the memory of 

s great goodneſs ;. and celebrate the memory of thoſe 
divine benefits he hath obtained for us. |

and oppoſition to his will; and to renew our promiſe, ne- 
never to forfake or deny him; and to vow, in a moſt ſo- 
lemn manner, that we muſt from henceforth live unto him, 
and not unto ourſelves, and ſerve him in ſincerity and truth 
all the days of our life.

V. This ſacrament is alſo a bond of union amongſt 
chriſtians. They, who believe in one common Saviour, 
and partake of the ſame ſacrifice, will never forget the du- 
ty of that leſſon, Beloved, i, God jo beloved us, as to give 
us his only begotten Son, to die for our ſins, e ought al- 
ſo to love one another. The ſacrifice here offered is decla- 
rative of chriſtian unanimity, knit together in a firm and 
inſeparable charity. For, when our Lord took the bread 
which is nead together, and made up by the union of ma- 
ny corns, and called it his body, he thereby denoted all 
chriſtian people; In the ſame manner, when he took the. 
wine, Which is preſſed from many grapes, and gathered 
together in one cup, and called it his blood, he alſo denot- 
ed his flock, or the congregation of the faithful, joined by 
the mingling together of an united multitude. Rv 

Therefore, when we partake of the table of the Lord, 
let us conſider, that as we are thereby made one with 

Chriſt, ſo we are joined in cloſe union one with another: 
and let us remember when we are preparing to receive this 
heavenly banquet, that as we are going to commemorate 
the deareſt, love of our Lord, and to profeſs our love to 
him; ſo we at the ſaine time, engage to love all the mem 
bers of that body, of which Chriſt is the head: that we 
there enter into covenant one with another, as well as with 
Chriſt, by eating of the ſame bread, and drinking of the 
ame cup, never to be unreconciled unto each other, and ne- 
der to be hate, revile, injure, backbite one another, or fall 
dat any more: but to live for the time to come, in the peace 
of Ged, and in unity and godly love. As this is the effect 
EW receiving the ſacrament of Chriſt's body and blood: if 
| | it - 
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it heals the breaches made againſt the faithful, and pro- 
motes chriſtian love and charity; if it nourithes a loving 
kind diſpoſition of mind, and keeps the ſoul free from all 
baſe ſelfiſhneſs and covetous deſires; the oftner any one 
goes to the Lord's table, with a true penitent heart and 
lively faith, the better chriſtian he will grow. 

For this reaſon our bleſſed Saviour inſtituted this ſacra- 
ment, not for the. rich-and mighty, but for the poor and 
weak alſo. 
miſes to receive them without diſtinction, provided they 
do love one another, with a ſincere heart, and unfeigned 
affection. Here the great are taught and engaged not to 
ſcorn them of low degree ; and the poor are engaged not 
to envy the.great. The rich are called upon to be merci- 
ful and liberal : the poor and needy to be thankful and con- 
tented. The learned and wiſe not to deſpiſe the ignorant 


and weak : and the weak not to judge the ſtrong : but all 


to live together, as loving brethren, and members of the 
fame body. That fo, they may have the fame care one for a- 
nother. And whether one member ſuffer, all the members may 
ſuffer with it; or one member rejoiceth, all the reſt may re- 
jaice with it. That as there is one Lord and one Spirit, and 


one Baptiſin, and one Hope of our calling; fo the multitude 


of belie ers may be of one heart, and of one ſoul. That we 
may all ſpeak the ſame thing, and that there be-no di ciftons 
| amongſt us; but that we be perfectly joined together in the 


fame mind, and in the ſame judgment: and that we may | 


with one. beart and one mouth glorify God, even the father 
er Lord: Feſus: Cr. | 
Jo ſum up all that has been ſaid, concerning the nature, 
end, and uſe of this holy ſacrament, we muſt ack nowledge 
and believe it to be an holy feaſt, in commemoration : 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, eſpecially of his death : in whic 
we, on our part, make a ſolemn profeſſion of his A” 
as delivered to us, and contained in the holy goſpels, an 
tie ourſelves in the ſtricteſt covenant to follow him unto 
death, and to live in love and charity with all our chriſtian 
brethren. On the other part, Chriſt makes a repreſents.

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He invites all ſtates and conditions, and pro- 
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and his blood ſhed for us. So that, when the miniſter 
gives the bread and the cup to us, we ſhould receive them 
as tokens and aſſurances, given by Chriſt, of his continu- 
ed and everlaſting love and affection: and when we take, 
eat and drink that, which he gives us, we ſhould receive 

it with reſolutions to continue his faithful diſciples, in 
hopes of that eternal life, which God hath promiſed to 
them, that believe in Jeſus Chriſt, whom he hath ſent 
1 into the world to ſave ſinners. 
1 Having conſidered the premiſes, it will be no difficult 
0 


matter to ſhew, that it is the duty of all chriſtians to com- 
municate at the Lbrd's table. It was not inſtituted and or- 
dained for the benefit of one church or nation, or for an 

peculiar ſtate and condition of men ; but for all that call 
upon the name of the Lord, through Jeſus Chriſt our Sa- 


nt. viour, who in his invitation to this feaſt, makes no ex- 
ll ception, but extends his promiſe of its benefits unto all;

For, as the only reafon why we 
ſhould do this, is becaufe he would have us; fo the doing 
of it is a piece of pure obedience, ariſing wholly out of our 
reſpect and affection to him and his injunctions, who laid 
down his life for us; inſtituted and ordained to keep up 
the memory of our Saviour, and to perpetuate his love to 
the end of the world. | | | 
Thus, the oftner we receive the body and blood of 
Chriſt, we ſhew forth the Lord's death till his coming 
again, and approve eur title to the covenant in Chriſt Je- 
ſus; becauſe it is a peculiar mark of a chriſtian, a mark 
proper to him alone, who is moved to this, not by na- 
ture, and the common light of mankind, but purely by 
his religion and devotion to his Saviour. For there is no 
part of divine worſhip, in which he is intereſted ſo much 
as in this, It is more properly a-chriſtian worſhip, than 
any other part of his duty. All the world confeſs that they 
are in duty bound to pray to God, to praiſe him, and to 
give him thanks; but to know him and acknowledge him 
through Jeſus Chriſt, and to give him thanks by azng 
this, belongs only to believers in the Son of God. ; 
The primitive chriſtians were ſo well convinced of this 
truth, and of the neceſſity of frequenting the Lord's table, 
that they never met to perform the duty of prayer, but 
they communicated by doing this in remembrance of the 
death and paſſion of our Saviour Chriſt ; and as long 38 
we have any need to grow in the grace of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, to encreaſe in ſtrength and power, to refit and 
conquer all temptations, and to perform our ſeveral du- 
ties; to renew the ſenſe of our obligations to God, an

He that made the new covenant with us, 
made theſe outward rites and ſolemnities, to be inſtruments 
of ſtipulation, whereby they, who are willing to enter into 
that covenant, and to be of that religion, ſhould expreſs 
their agreement and ſubmiſſion to it; and openly declare 
that they acknowledge Jeſus to be the Lord, and that they 
will perform due obedience to every one of his commands. 

The command alto includes a frequent repetition of the 
act of doing this as often, lays Jeſus, as ye do it. When 
we have once done it, we are to ſignify our continuance 
and ſtedfaſtneſs in that religion, to which, by theſe means 
we have joined ourſelves, by the repeated uſe of the ſame 
means. He that has put his hand to the plow, will never 
reap the fruits of his labour, ſhould he draw back ; nei- 


ther can we hope to enjoy the benefits of this ſacrament, 


if we abſent from the Lord's table, upon any pretence 
whatſoever. They live, as if they repented of the contract 
which they had made, and renounced our bleſſed Saviour, 
who imagine it ſufficient to partake of this ſacrament once 
or twice in a life-time: for Chriſt made the doing this a 
ſpecial evidence and ratification of our devotion to him and 
his ſervice.

To which if we add all the other purpoſes: and ends, for 
which the ſacrament was ordained, they would {till make 
it appear more obligatory and neceflary, that we ſhould
